_ MacArthur Reports 
U. S. Losses 12,929 
With 2,676 Killed 


MANILA, Wednesday, Feb. 21. 
()—Japanese casualties of more 
than 92,000 in the six weeks of 
the Luzon campaign were reported 
today by Gen, MacArthur, who 
said the compressed enemy gar- 
rison in south Manila was treat- 
ing noncombatants “with the great- 
est savagery.” 

MacArthur listed American cas- 
ualties for the six weeks at 12.- 
929—-2,676 killed, 245 missing and 
10,008 wounded. 


These figures underscored the 
severity of the Manila | fighting, 
which MacArthur said was still 
bitter.“ They showed an increase 
of 24,000 Japanese casualties and 
3,246 American casualties in the 
last week alone. 


CITES FOE’S ‘SAVAGERY’ , 


Japanese cornered in the Intra- 
muros (walled city), which Ameri- 
can howitzers are pounding from 
close range, and its environs are 
being compressed into an area 
measuring 1,200 yards by 800. 

The enemy, MacArthur declared, 
“is acting with the greatest sav- 
agery in his treatment of non- 
combatants and private property.” 

The Japanese commander in the 
Intramuros has not replied to an 
American offer to liberate the es- 
timated 7,000 civilians inside in 
exchange for an honorable sur-

Churchill Pledges All-Out War 
On Japan After Nazis Are Beaten 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—()—* 
President Roosevelt, during a dra- 
matic Near East odyssey, has ob 


tained from Prime Minister 
Churchill a new promise to “throw 
everything” at the Japanese after 
Germany's defeat. He also got a 
snub from Gen. De Gaulle. 


The story of the anna 
meeting with Premiers, Kings and 
Princes after the Crimea confer- 
ence came out in part today, 

The White House made public 
some details of his trips through 
Egypt and Algeria, and how Mr. 
Roosevelt is adding, by plane, mo- 
tor and ship, some 14,000 miles to 
his stupendous travels. 

The fresh British pledge for 
fullest participation against Japan 
was given to the President by the 

rime minister at Alexandria. 

e White House narration said 
that “new and important” dis- 
cussions of the Pacific situation 
were conducted there, topics that 
had to be passed over at the Big 
Three meeting because of Russia's 
nonaggression pact with Japan. 

The account told of an invita- 
tion to Gen. De Gaulle to meet 
with the President at Algiers. Mr. 
Roosevelt wanted to discuss 
questions of “mutual interest and 
importance” to France and the 
United States. The French lead- 
er, supposedly miffed at being 
barred from the Big Three con- 
ferences, declined and the Presi- 
dent said he was “most disap- 
pointed.” 

Mr. Roosevelt did not go to 
Rome ard Paris, as had been indi- 
cated in some foreign quarters. 
Instead, he went by motor to Se- 
vastopol, bombed out Crimean 
port across the tip of the Crimean

“Mr. Churchill told the Presi- 
dent in blunt words that his gov- 
ernment was determined to throw 
everything it had at the Japs as 
soon as Germany has been defeat- 
ed and, meanwhile, would do all 
it could to strengthen its forces al- 
ready engaged in that conflict.” 

The announcement confirmed 
officially for the first time reports 
from abroad that De Gaulle, head 
of the French provisional govern- 
ment, and the President could not 
arrange a meeting. 

American Amb. Jefferson Caf- 
fery presented the President's in- 
vitation for the Algiers meeting 
to De Gaulle six days before Mr. 
Roosevelt's arrival in the Algerian 
city. 

“In his message,” the announce- 
ment said, “the President told the 
general he hoped very much to 
meet him in continental France,

54,000 Textile Workers 


Granted 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(UP)—The War Labor Board tonight | 
ordered fringe wage increases for 140,000 packing house and 54,000 | 
textile workers but upheld any actual money settlement until it, 
irons out its differences with Stabilization Director Fred M. Vinson. | 


It established a 55 cents an.‘.our‘ 
minimum wage for correction of 
substandards of living in the tex- 
tile case and directed the meat 
packers to é¢stablish for the~first 
time in VU. S. history a complete 
wage rate structure. 


The board and Vinson must de- 
cide how to make the adjustments 
effective. The WLB has not yet 
persuaded Vinson he should change 
his order that the board not grant 
any increases until it is deter- 
mined whether price increases will 
be required. 

The WLB-Vinson fight had de- 
layed issuance of the orders for 
almost three months and officers 
of the United Packing House Work- 
ers (CIO) were prepared to file 
a strike notice if WLB upheld its 
decision beyond tonight. 

WLB Chairman William H. Da- 
vis said in a statement that tex- 
tile workers should have an even 
higher minimum wage than the 


one the board ordered. WLB la 


bor members had asked a 72-cent 
minimum. 

“But the board must use its best 
judgment as to the extent to which 
substandards of living can be cor- 
rected without creating unstable 
unemployment conditions,” he 
added.

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De Gaulle Will Accept 
Bid to San Francisco 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—(#)—The French government announced offi- 
cially tonight it was actively pursuing an exchange of views on the 
Big Three Crimean conference despite the inability of Gen. De Gaulle 
and President Roosevelt to hold a meeting. 

Spokesmen for the foreign office also declared France: definitely 
intends to participate in the United Nations’ conference at San Fran- 


cisco April 25. 

The reports came as the French 
public heard for the first time of 
De Gaulle’s refusal to meet the 
President at Algiers. 

In one of the first published ac- 
counts of the incident, the news- 


poser Combat said Foreign Min- 


ter Georges. Bidault and some 
other ministers wanted De Gaulle 
to forget national pride and meet 
with Roosevelt despite the latter’s 
declining to come to France, but 
the head of the government was 
sustained in his refusal by a ma- 
jority of the cabinet. 


There was no denial that the 
situation stemmed from France’s 
disappointment at. being left out 
of the Big Three meeting at Yalta. 

U. S. Amb. Jefferson Caffery 
returned to Paris tonight after con- 
ferring with the President at Al- 
giers, but said he had no imme- 
diate comment on the conference. 

Government sources conceded 
that although France was not like- 
ly to forget what many considered 
a rebuff by Roosevelt in stopping 
at Algiers and bidding the chief 
of the French government to meet 
him on what is actually French 
soil, the 4ncident probably will 
not provoke a serious breach with 
the United States because France 
is well aware of its dependence on 
help from outside. However, the 
matter may be recalled at some 
future time when the circum- 
stances are different, they say. 

It was considered certain that 
the President originally had in- 
tended to visit France because the 


American Army made elaborate 
preparations for his stay. That 
which impelled him to decide 
against coming here wag not 
known here, however.

Two days of hard fighting had 
given the Marines a strong beach- 
head and the important bomber 
airfield. They had cut off the Nip- 

onese in strong positions on Suri- 
achi and thrown back a ferocious 
counterattack before dawn Tues- 
day in which the enemy attempt- 
ed to take back a portion of the 
airfield. 


A dispatch from Morrie Lands- 
berg, AP war correspondent 
aboard the expeditionary flagship 
of V. Adm. Richmond K, Turner, 
said the Marines had obtained a 
strong toehold on the island from 
which to push their conquest. It 
was expected, he added, that the 
bloody finale of the campaign 
would be in the rocky northern 
portion of the island. 

American casualties were heavy 
at times, Landsberg reported, as 
they fought yard by yard from 
their terraced beachhead. There 
was enemy fire virtually every 
step of the way. 


FIND GOING TOUGH 


With the entire southern de- 
fense system of Japan threatened, 
the thousands of Nipponese on 
Iwo were fighting back with 
every weapon at their command, 
which included rockets. By early 
Wednesday, the third day of the 
invasion, not a single enemy plane 
had been able to penetrate the 
combat air patrol thrown around 
the island and the invasion 
armada. 

Extremely tough going was be- 
ing experienced on the _ right 
flank of the American line, curv- 
ing northward from the northern 
slope of formidable Suribachi. 
This line traverses the northern 
end of the captured airfield and 
then dips down to the upper or 
northern end of the beachhead. 


MARINES GAIN 


Viewing the action from a war- 
ship just off the American beach- 
head, Lt. Gen. Holland M, Smith, 
commander of Pacific Marines, 
said “The fight is the toughest 
we've run across in 168 years:” 
And he meant tougher than Ta- 
rawa, a victorious, bloody fight 
that was costly in American lives. 

One war correspondent flying 
over Iwo, 750 miles south of Tokyo, 
described it as “eight square miles 
of unadulterated hell.” 

The 27th Marine Regiment broke 
up a fierce night Japanese count- 
er-attack by 900 troops at Moto- 
yama Bomber Airfield No. 1 and 
drove off the Nippon survivors. 

In one of his communiques 
Adm. Nimitz sounded a_ sober 
note, indicating that a_ terrific 
fight was still ahead.

The following afternoon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt received King Ibn 
Saud, whose full name is Abdul- 
Aziz Ibn Abdur-Rahman Al Faisal 
Al Sa’ud. The all-powerful ruler 
of the kingdoms of Hejaz and 
Nejd and their dependencies left 
the soil of Arabia for the first 
time in his 65 years in order to 
meet the American President. 


During Ibn Saud’s journey qual- 
ified communications men in his 
party kept him in half-hourly con- 
tact with the Moslem holy city of 
Mecca, of which he is the guar- 
dian ruler. 


The emperor king motored from 
Riyat, one of his two capitals, to 
the port of Jidda, where he board- 
ed a United States destroyer sent 
to the Red Sea to pick him up. 
His personal staff spread rich 
Oriental rugs and placed gilded 
chairs on the warship’s deck for 
his use.

On Home Rule Machinery

Steps to put home rule machinery into the revised constitution 
are expected to be taken today, as the senate completes its consid- 


eration of the document. Several 


senators hkve indicated they will 


than the version submitted by the house. 


The redrafters submitted ma- 
chinery for permitting the people 
to initiate elections on local is- 


sues and hold referendums and 
recalls. The proposal coming from 
the house said that the legislature 
“shall” provide optional systems 
of home rule for cities and coun- 
ties, with some of these plans in- 
cluding provisions for initiative, 
referendum and recall. 
TWO RESTRICTIONS 

Two restrictions to cities and 
counties entering the power and 
gas business were placed in the 
proposed constitution by the sen- 
ate. 
quire approval of a majority of 
the qualified voters registered in 
a city or county before self-liqui- 
dating revenue certificates could 
be issued. The house version 
merely required a majority of 
those voting. 


The senate also would require 
municipal or county power plants 
doing business outside the county 
limit to be supervised by the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commission. 


Thus, if a Fulton county plant 
served only Fulton county, it 
would not be subject to supervi- 
sion by the. state: but if it had 
lines extending into Cobb county, 
its rates and services would be su- 
pervised, it was explained. 


SEEK RESTRICTIONS 


The power companies, which 
fought the revenue certificates in 
the redrafting commission and in 
the house, did not contest the 
main issue itself in the senate. 
Efforts were made yesterday only 
to tack on restrictive amend- 
ments. Sen. Millican, of Atlanta, 
led the move to require a ma- 
jority of the total registered vot- 
ers.

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Last Chance for Real Home Rule 


Today or tomorrow the Georgia state 
senate will consider the so-called “home 
rule” section in the house redraft of the 
proposed new constitution. 


We hope, for the sake of the record, 
that President Frank Gross will have the 
courage and consistency to introduce—or 
to allow to be introduced—the effective 
home rule provisions for which he orig- 
inally fought and which the nonpolitical 
constitution redrafting commission recom: 
mended. 


Certainly, we hope the people of Geor- 
ia are not to be accorded a re-enactment 
-of the house action where Speaker Roy 
Harris, taking the floor in support of the 
politicians’ substitute, openly admitted 
that the measure was an artifice designed 
to still public demand while actually tak- 
ing away none of the legislature’s power 
over strictly local matters. 


There are 52 capable Georgians in the 
State senate. Not all of them have been 
taken in by the pseudo-home rule provi- 


sion substituted by the house for the com- 
mission’s splendid proposals. 

Most- of those 52, we feel sure, de- 
sire to give the people back home what 
they want. And they know that what they 
want is real home rule. Home rule is the 


‘ essence of democracy and until we obtain 


it in Georgia, there will be a growing de- 
mand which will not be stilled.

Iwo Jima---Name of Glory---and Death 


_ The fight for Iwo Jima will, in years 
‘to come, take rank in history alongside the 
most glorious achievements in the record 
of the United States Marines. It is al- 
ready apparent the capture of this lonely 
dab of land in the Pacific is involving a 
struggle as bitter and as difficult as any 
yet in our advance upon Japan. | 


The Japanese on the island are fighting 
with the desperation, with the suicidal 
scorn of death, which has been their prac- 
tice ever since we eliminated them on 
Attu and Guadalcanal. They are well en- 
trenched in caves and crevices on the 
mountain sides, they are well armed and 
they will require digging out like rats from 
their holes. 


Inevitably the task .will cost the lives 
of many of the invading troops. The cas- 
ualty lists from Iwo Jima will be long. 
The name of the place will forever mean 
the name of a grave to many American 
families. 


But, according to the scales of war, the 
price will not be too heavy. For the stra- 
tegic value of Iwo Jima is great. It is but 


750 miles from Tokyo, it has air bases from 
which our medium bombers can strike 
Japan in ’round-the-clock air attack, from 
which our fighter planes can provide pro- 
tective escort for the B-29s, the Liberators 
and other bombers. f 


In one sense, the landing on Iwo Jima 
‘is a dress rehearsal for the greater under- 
taking yet to come, the landing on the 
Japanese homeland. It will prepare us, in 
savagery of enemy resistance, in steadfast 
courage of our forces and in the toll of 
casualties, for the still harder task that 
will be ours when the final phase of the 
Pacific war begins—on the soil of Japan 
proper. 


We shall take Iwo Jima. Of that there 
is no doubt. But, in the taking, many 
Americans will die, many will be wound- 
ed. In the taking, too, there will be 
glory, not only for those who survive, but 
for those who pay the ultimate price for 
victory. 


Let us not, in recognizing that glory, 
fail to remember it is a shroud of honor 


*for the dead, ¢ven more than it is a robe 


of triumph for the living. 


A Universal Farm Draft Policy Needed 


We are inclined to agree with Selective 
Service Director Lewis B. Hershey in his 
expressed doubt that a congressional in- 
vestigation of farmer inductions “will ac- 


complish any good purpose.” 


Selective Service, by and large, has 
done a remarkable job and there is no 
need of subjecting it to pryings .of those 
who are willing to go to any lengths to 
embarrass the administration, whatever 
the cost to the nation’s morale. 


Nevertheless, Gen. Hershey should have 
realized long since that there is real dyna- 
mite in the varied interpretations which 
different draft boards have placed on the 
Tydings amendment. There is no denying 
that in some areas farmers are being in- 


ducted -whether there is a replacement 
available or not, while in others local 
boards are abiding by the letter of con- 
gress’ law as set down in the Tydings 
legislation. 


The corfusion has now reached the 
point that the governor of at least one 
farm state—Sam C. Ford, of Montana— 
has notified every draft board in his state 
to defer farm workers in strictest accord- 
ance with the intent of the Tydings amend- 
ment. 


There must be made—and immediately 
—an authoritative statement as to policy 
on the matter of the farm draft. Until 
positive clarification is forthcoming, the

Color Comics 
In Stars and Stripes 


ROME.—On Sunday, Feb. 4, the Stars and 
Ri, Es Stripes of the Mediterranean theater appeared 
: with a section of color comics. There was a story 

behind that feat which needs telling at home. 


The ambitious plans to give the men in the theater comics 
which looked like those at home, ran into a snag at the outset 
which seemed to settle the plan in a negative manner. 


There was no colored ink to be found in all Italy. The search 
was intensified and, finally, at the plant of “Etelia” in Florence 
enough was found for the one issue. ! 


The ink didn’t dry properly. Good linseed oil is required for 
a eee, mix. The staff didn’t have it. So they used 30-grade 
motor oil,

The comics were printed om Swiss-made presses in ¢he plant of 
“Telegrapho” at Leghorn. This paper formerly was the property 
of the Ciano family. The Italian pressmen were greatly impressed. 
They had not done any color printing since 1938, when they man- 
aged to print a two-tone cut of Hitler for a special edition com- 
memorating one of the Fuehrer’s visits. “Color comics had them in 
a dither. The presses were not large enough to do the four pages 
of tabloid comics. There was not enough room for the necessary 
color plates. So, only two pages appeared. The others were in 
black and white. 


The Sunday Stars and Stripes of the edition 
Twenty Pages to which I refer had 20 tab pages. Since it 
had no advertising, this meant about as much reading matter as is 
contained in an average 40-page paper at home. 


All editions of Stars and Stripes are well done. They are very 
popular with the troops and each theater manages enough editions 
to supply them. 


The demand demonstrates that the American soldier is a reader 
of newspapers and features. As a matter of fact, I imagine Stars 
and Stripes has made new readers for postwar circulation men to 
fight over. 


The service editions are put out by newspapermen, most of whom 
are limited-service men detailed for the job. They publish in news- 
paper plants in cities occupied. 


In Paris I saw French newspapermen get out the Paris edition. 
In Rome the compositors and press crew of an Italian newspaper 
publish the Mediterranean edition. 


Newspapermen Look Alike One thing I discovered long 


ago—newspapermen in all 
countries look something alike. I do not know why this should be 
true, but it is. This is true of news and mechanical staffs. 


In the various Stars and Stripes offices the men, even in uni- 
form, have that newspaper look. I cannot describe it. But it is 
there. 


Reporters for Stars and Stripes do a lot of front-line work. They 
don’t get the by-lines in the papers back home, but they do a job 
nevertheless. They have perhaps the most critical reading audience 
in the newspaper business and most of their readers are experts 
in their field; i. e., war and the business of war. 


Some of their headlines and picture captions are strictly GI~ 
that is, for the GI trade. A picture caption may read, “She has 
other good points, too,” or “New fronts bared.” The features from 
home often have GI heads. 


The papers are eagerly read by the civilian populations in all 
territories where printed. They are not sold to civilians nor may 
civilians subscribe. But they are the best newspapers in their terri- 
tories. Paris is perhaps best off with its Stars and Stripes and 
the Paris edition of the Herald Tribune, which is doing a really 
magnificent job under difficult circumstances, 


It is, for a newspaperman, pleasing and still dramatic, to see 
how all peoples everywhere want news, being willing to wait for 
bread to get news if deprived of both for a long period of time. 
All of which means that news is a great factor in the future and 
that those connected with its dissemination have a greater re- 
sponsibility than they have at all times envisioned in the past.

Strange Dope Used 
In Ancient Papers 


There has come into my possession a copy of 
The Western Carolinian, dated Nov. 9, 1824, and 
published at Salisbury, N. C. The masthead 


specifies it is Vol. 5, No. 231, s0 1 should judge it began publication 


in 1819. 


Editor and publisher was one Philo White and it states that “no 
paper discontinued (except at the ‘option of the editor) until all 
arrearages are paid.” Maybe the way to be sure of the paper for 
life was to stay always behind on the subscription bills. 


Furthermore, the editor was not going to be bothered with pay- 
ment of postage due on letters addressed to the paper. “All letters 
addressed to the editor, must be post-paid, or they will not be 
attended to,” is another flat statement. 


But the striking feature of the publication is the high proportion 
of space devoted to matter which cannot be classified either as 
news or editorial. It looks like mere “filler,” just put in type and 
dumped in to fill columns. 


For instance, three-fifths of Page 1 consists of a discussion of 
agricultural conditions in East Florida, frankly a reprint from 
another paper; a description of a tribe of Indians from the far 
west; an unimportant story from Buckingham, England; a report 
by a seaman anent his claim he saw a real mermaid in mid-ocean, 
and several other irrevelant reprints. 


And the following editorial comment: “A woman in politics is 
like a monkey in a china shop; she can do no good, and may do 
a great déal of harm.” 


’ Advertising rate is 50c per “square” for first 
Advertisements insertion and 25c per “square” for subse- 
quent printings. Though nothing is said as to what space consti- 
tutes a “square.” 


Interesting to typographers is the fact that headlines in italic 
slant in the opposite direction to the modern usage. ;' 


Advertisements are all straight reading matter, in the same 
type as the rest of the paper, with no display whatsoever except 
a one-line, black-type heading. There is little originality in the 
advertisements, all of them reading in similar strain to the following: 


“George W. Grimes informs his friends and the public, that 
he still continues to execute all kinds of House, Sign, Coach, Wind- 
sor Chair, and Ornamental Painting, in a style of workmanship 
equal to any in the country. Gentlemen having work to do within 
50 or 60 miles of Salisbury, can engage the subscriber’s services 
on very short notice.” 


Or the following: 


“The subscriber respectfully informs the merchants of the town 
of Salisbury, and the citizen farmers of his neighborhood, that he 
has just finished a large building, 32 by 52, for Ginning of Cotton, 
to run by water; and that he is wel] fixed for packing cotton, in 
the neatest manner, for market.” 


A tract of land consisting of 162 acres, “of the most valuable 
quality of the Cabarrus Black Jacks,” is to be auctioned, in set- 
tling the estate of “the late William Parkes of Cabarrus county,” 
also “two likely negroes, one a boy aged twenty-five, and the other 
a girl aged eighteen years.” 


: : But it is on the editorial page that you find 
Editorial Page the real stuff. Half a column of poetry headed 
“The Muse.” A column description of “Toilet of a Roman Lady.” 
A half-column denunciation of “a couple of desperadoes,” identi- 
fied in the final pdragraph as “Rum and Brandy.” Another half 
column headed “To Youth” and beginning “Let not the season of 
youth be barren of improvements, so essential to your felicity and 
honor.” 


Then a lengthy item about recent local crimes of violence, with 
editorial comment to the effect, translated, that if the citizens would 
devote less time to arguing among themselves on political differ- 
ences and in which arguments “the still, small voice of virtue has 
either not been heard, or made at least but faint impression,” and 
pay more attention to the welfare of the community, there would 
be less criminal activity. 


However, all deeds of violence must not be classed as crimes. 
For instance: '

Keep Majority 
Bound by Law 


* 

Ours is not a land of religious 
tolerance, but of religious freedom, 
Tolerance implies that a dominant 
group, out of the bigness of its 
heart, endures the peculiarities of 
another. But our constitution 
makes religion wholly free for 
everybody by forbidding congress 
to interfere with it. As Jefferson 
said in his second inaugural ad- 
dress, religion is “independent of 
the powers of central govern- 
ment.” 

But custom, developing slowly 
and by small degrees, can over- 
come any law or principle, Con- 
sider, for example, the laws con- 
cerning our day of worship. 

Sunday is sacred to our Chris- 
tian land, yet relatively few peo- 
ple know its origin and history. 

Sunday is what the name im- 


plies—a day to honor the sun. 
When sun worship had become 


the popular religion of Rome, the 


'Emperor Constantine 


established 


the day by an edict which read, 


i 
i 


“On the venerable day of the sun, 


let the’ magistrates and people re 
siding in cities rest, and let all 
workshops be closed.” 

Its pagan origin does not make 
Sunday less sacred as a day of 
worship. If we should discard 
everything of pagan origin, few 
good laws would remain. The past 
has nothing to do with the present 
except as a dead seed in the 
ground has to do. with the giant 
tree that developed from it. 

Since: the Christians under Ro- 
man rule were required to observe 
the day, they began to observe it 
as a day to worship Christ, and 
thus it was established as a Chris- 
tian day. 

During the Reformation, the au- 
thorities decided that the fourth 
commandment applied to Sunday. 
Saxon law required observance of 
the day; this law was taken to 
England; and thus in time it came 
to America. Puritan law required 
observance under penalty of fine 
and imprisonment. 

When Americans won their free- 
dom they tried to separate church 
and state for all time. But if con- 
gress could make no law concern- 
ing religion, the states could and 
did. One by one in their constitu- 
tions or by statute, they required 
observance of Sunday as a sacred 
day of worship. 

Since this pleased the great ma- 
jority, there was virtually no op- 
position. And thus we established 
the principle that majority opin- 
ion is paramount to the constitu- 
tion itself. 

No immediate harm resulted, 
but in recent years there is a 


growing tendency to ignore the 


constitution—that is, ignore the 
law—when it conflicts with ma- 
jority opinion. A citizen’s property 
may be taken from him against 
his will and given to a union if the 


'majority, or_a majority of the peo- 


_ple’s representatives, so desires. 


The majority must rule where 


freedom is, but it must be restrain- 
ed by fundamental, written law. 
Otherwise it can become as tyran- 
nical as any dictator and destroy 
the freedom of all.

France and the Crimea Meet 


The dissatisfaction of Europe. with the Crimea conference is 
understandable. As this column has often pointed out, Europe is 
a defeated world. It was first defeated by part of Europe—Ger 
sem ag all the suffering and humiliation which that defeat 
n ‘ 


Now that defeat is being reversed by powers outside Europe, 
by defeating the defeaters. But as this is not a self-liberation, the 
sting of defeat is not pulled. The wound festers, and there is uni- 
versal frustration and bitterness. For there is a truth that cannot 
be denied—namely, that no one who owes his freedom to others is 
ever wholly free. Power cannot be transferred. The bestower is 
still, and whatever his intentions, master. 


Now, it is not possible that such a disastrous experience as has 
been suffered by Europe can be overlooked, wiped out, treated as 
a mere transitory incident in history. Europe has died, and it can- 
not be revived by artificial respiration applied from without. 


Granted unusual benevolence on the part of the real victors, 
and granted all formal acknowledgments of equality in rights, it 
is still not even in their power to bestow life upon what has died. 
If Europe is to live again, in the glory that was hers, Europe must 

born again. No European nation can resume life at the point 
where it expired five years ago. 


Specifically this is addressed to France—and with heartfelt love. 
I do not wish even to imagine a world in which France is not one 
of its brightest lights. I cannot endure the thought of a world out 
of which Europe has fallen like Lucifer. But I cannot pretend to 
myself that Europe is in a comparable position to the one she held 
before this war. And as France in the past has given Europe a 
new mind when the old mind was dead, so I pray that she may 
again aspire, not to become “the grand nation,” but to be some- 
thing much \greater—the catalyzing agent for the new’ European 
spirit, which must arise out of the ashes of Europe's bitterest his- 
toric experience. 


I had hoped that De Gaulle would take this mission 
D © Gaulle upon his gallant shoulders; that he would become 
the greatest French European who ever lived. Alas, in this mo 
ment, his ambition seems rather to make himself the greatest French 
man who ever lived. He revives all the old—and oft<iefeated—~ 
— of France, the very ambitions which have repeatedly 
ailed, 

Since Richelieu and Louis XIV the acquisition of the Rhinelands 
has been a French ambition, and today De Gaulle, touring Alsace, 
gestures dramatically to the “French Rhine.” “Our stream.” 
it is but a stream. ke Old Man River, it just keeps rolling along. 
As a security frontier, in a roofless world of planes and robot bombs, 
it is but reflective water. 

And the system of alliances which De Gaulle demands—did not 
France have them in 1939? -Frenchmen could, if they liked, have 
died in Prague. But France cannot again become the center of alli- 
ances, for this has shifted to Moscow. No diplomacy can change 
this, though it may modify it. 

And the imperial ambitions? 


There was a time when France 
could challenge Britain, even in North America. But this is not a 
time when France can challenge North America. It is a meaning- 
less gesture to announce the building of a great fortification in 
Dakar, at this moment. All fortifications are directed against some 
menace. There are only two powers that can possibly challenge 
French West Africa—the great naval and air powers of the United 
States and Bfitain. There has been no disposition for a century 
on the part of either to menace France. But if either did—what 
good would a bristling Dakar do France? Gen. De Gaulle is him- 
self too good a geo-politician not to understand the factors of space 
and population as elements of power. 

Let not France repeat, the tragic history of Germany—the his- 
tory of a nation that could not digest a defeat and out of it begin 
a new life. Weakened by the first World War, Hitler’s Germany 
tried to overcompensate its frustration by pooling all the ambitions 
of a once-much stronger power, and did, indeed, and at unheard-of 
sacrifice, aceomplished miracles of strength—but no such miracles 
as could overcome the changed facts of life and history. So her 
defeat carried her, not to new national glory, but to another and 
infinitely worse défeat—to national and spiritual ruin. 

The defeated nations of Europe cannot be reconstructed as great 
powers. Only a new Europe can be reconstructed to re-enter the 
world of the great power systems. France, if she will, can be the 
creator of that new Europe—and be blessed of all mankind.

gan. He is a member of the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
a labor union, of which Petrillo 
is president. Among the camp 
faculty are 25 other union mu- 
sicians who usually earn their liv- 
ing as professionals but cannot 
continue to do so unless they re- 
main members in good standing. 
Sen. Vandenberg's proposed law 
would forbid Petrillo to interfere 
with. any non-commercial,. educa- 
tional and cultural program. 
Petrillo beat him to it by plac- 
ing the camp on his unfair list. 


| ‘This means that Maddy and the 


other union teachers must quit the 
camp or abandon their right to 
earn a living as performing mu- 
sicians.

Flying is mostly monotonous and 
dull.

Clothing mills will be given 
priorities for the manufacture of 
shirts within the $1.60 to $3.70 
price range; house dresses, $1.95 
to $3.70; men’s shorts, 49c to $1.30; 
infants’ dresses, $1.20 to $2.70; 
men’s pajamas, $2.40 to §3.40, 
Rogers said,

Atlantan’s Overseas Routine 
sounds Like House Party | 


Mary Hodgson is having “the time of her life” as a Red Cross 
staff assistant on the Isle of Capri, her schedule of work for GI Joe 
sounding more like a perpetual house party than an important and 
vital part of the Red Cross morale program. And Mary, who is 
the only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Hodgson, is certainly well 
qualified for the job, which she assumed last fall, 

In a recent letter to a friend here, she wrote: 


“Our days here start late and end late. I get up about 10 o'clock 
and go to bed about 2 a.m. In the mornings I usually take a group 
of boys to the Terrace Club for coffee and doughnuts and at 12:39 I 
go to my hotel, ‘The Vittoria Pagana,’ for lunch, where I brief all 
the boys on the activities of the day. That is, I go to each table 
to taik to the boys and tell them what’s doing. In the afternoon 
from 2 and until 4 o’clock I usually go hiking, boating, fishing, 
or anything the boys want to do. At 4 o’clock I am back at the 
Vittoria for my snack bar. Around 4:30 or 4:45 the new boys arrive 
and I meet them and feed thém, tell them the meal schedule, hot 
water days, and just generally get to know them. From 6 unti] 8 
o'clock is dinner and I eat with a different group each evening.

After the evening’s entertainment, we usually bring a bunch home 
to our villa and sit in front of a big fire and pop corn or roast 
chestnuts.” 

Mary also tells of the parties she arranges for the boys and of 
her trips to near-by places.
